The Probabilities of
#From the Nation.

I8 will make & good deal of difforence to the
commercial world, at least, in this country
whether a great war Lreaks out in Europe
during the coming summer or not. A struggle
between Franoe and Germany would raise the
price of our produce, lower the price of our
bonds, and raise the premium on gold, send
home the great mass of our tourists, and pro-
duce divers other consequences, soclal, finan-
oial, and even political, too numerous to men-
tion. The chances of the speedy ontbreak of
such a confliot are, therefore, & very futerest-
ing subject of disoussion. FBut when it rests
largely with either of two reticent men, both
of dark and tortuous connsel, and each wield-
ing the forces of a great empire with but very
feable control or supervision from puablic
opinion; to say when the fight shall begin,
or whether it shall begin at all, all
offorts to ealoulate probabilities are, of conrsa,
attended with great difficulty, and, what is of
more cousequence, & boundless fluld of mis-
chief is opened up to stock-jobbers and sen-
Bational reporters aud correspondents, We
lndit:nl_n'd vary briefly last woek our reasons
for thinking that there is, at preseut, no
d‘nngar of an outbreak of hostilities betwesn
France and Prussia, and that the present
tendency to panic on this subject is duv to an
unserupulous or reckless use of the vable by
speculators, and “‘enterprising’’ and imagina-
tive news collectors. fx’ulh[ng has siuoe ouo-
curred to induce us to modify our opinion,
and there can be no harm in statiug the
grounds of it fully, as we are satistied they
will be found sufficient to justify us, even if
we shiould prove hereafter to be mistaken.

* It is stated on very good anthority that the
idea of taking Luxembonrg as a counterpoise
to possibile Prussian exgrmﬂirm in Germany,
was first snggested to Napoleon by Biswmark
himgell at that early interview at Biarritz
before the late war, when Bismark was to the
Emperor little better than a troublesoms
visionary. The probabilities are that the hint
mtde‘al the time very little impression on the
imperial mind, and that, judging from the
oalm manner in which the retusal of the Rhiue
provinces has since been received, wo should
not now witness the revival of the ides if
Napoleon were not goaded into action ol soms
kind by the late assaults of the opposition in
the Corps Législatif. There is feeling enongh
in France about Prussian aggrandizement
to make it necessary that the Governmsnt
should do something, or appear to be duing
something; and the opposition to the uew
scheme of army organization is g0 strong that
hardly anything but the prospect of a great war
at nodistant period will carry it through., For
the left bank of the Rhine there is no use in ask-
ing. It has been refused decidedly and peremp-
torily; and there is no Frenchwan who doss
not know that an attempt to seize it would be
met by the whole of Germany in arwms, and
resisted to the last man and the last thaler.
Of protracted negotiation about that there is
no chanoce. DBismark would not talk about it,
and dare not if he would. But about the ces-
gion of the Duchy of Luxembourg there is
use in talking, This is a small bit of territory,
valuable only for its fortress. It has belonged
to the house of Nassau since 1815; and although
it is thoroughly German, and has furnished
more than one wearer of theold imperial vrown,
and was a member of the Germanic Confede-

the grent powers could this story be told?
The lnst great war, too, cannot in any sense of
this plirtise be callod & war of ambition or of
apgression. It was but the expression in
sotion of the desire of the Ugriman psopls for
unity; and yet, tempting as the progpect
secmied whiok fu tlin.'lnull up to them, the hard-
ships and saeritloes  which  the stroggle
seemed likely to entail were such that the
popular opposition to it up to the moment
whien the army took the field was exceedingly
fieree and bitter. And as to the prospect ol a
war of aggression, a war of pride or suspicion
%or of ambition, or, in fact, a war of any kind
except a defensive and a striotly defensive
war, we onnnot do better than quote the
words of a distingnished Prussian Liberal,
Professor 8ybel, now a member of the German
Parlimnent, addressed last September to M.

A Beam to be Plucked from Our Own
Eyon,

Do you own a copy of the census? If not,
gentle reader, have the kindness to borrow
ours to-day. True, statistios are rather for-
widable reading in languid spring weather.
But do not be deterred from reading this article
by any apprehension of dryness in our figures,
We mean to be very interesting on a dull
subject.

The census of 1860 gave us what we shall
never get again—totals of population marked
Iree aud sglave. Thank God, the slave popo-
lation of thie United States is Dblotted oul for-
ever! The Southern slaves are now not only
freemen, but citizens and voters. Neverthe-

ration, the dizzolution of the Confederation by
the battle of Badowa has left it more under the
control of Holland, sirieti juris, than ever it
bas been before. Moreover, Holland is just
now in mortal terror of Prussia. Bismark
is the bugbear of both the Dutch king and
minigters, who, whatever the material ad- ]
vantages of absorption into the North German
Confederation might he, naturally shrink
from what would unquestionably be the vir-
tual termination of the Duteh national exist-
enve, proud and illnstrions as it is. There-
fore, it is not at all unreasonable for France
to hope that Holland may be induced to pur-
chase, by the cession of a patch of land
which Las for hier mo earthly value, the
protection and alliance of Prussia's great
enemy,. True, the Ducliy is already occupied
by Vrussian troops; the population ig almost
exolusively German, and it is only amongst
the upper classes that French leanings are
found; and amongst the mass of German Libe-
rals there wonld be strong opposition to its
transfer to France. The speech of Herr Hen-
ningsen, an able and sensible man, in the
North (ierman Parliament, of which we re-
ceived the report last week, reveals this clearly
enough. On the other hand, the reply of
Count Bismark showed plainly that the Prus-
sian Government does not deny the soversign
rights of the King of Holland over the duely,
does mot deny the unwillingness of the
inhabitants to enter the Gaerman Con-
federation, nnd admits that if Prossia inter-
feres at all with the discretion of the Duteh
Governmwent in the matter, it shounld only be
after taking counsel of the four other great
powers which concurred in the treaty of 1530,
by which the duchy was, at the partition of
Holland and Belginm, annexed to the former.
In short, it is alhundantly clear that, however
much Glerman sentiment may be opposed to
the cesgion, Prussin does not olaim the right
of peremptory prohibition; and the whole
question is, for the present at least, n debata-
ble one, It affords plenty of ground for any
quantity of negotiation; and this we mnke
bold to say is the very thing which at the
present moment France needs,

It must be remembered that France has no
material advantage to hope for through war
with Germany. Jena and Austerlitz cannot
be repeated; mo Frenchman dreams of it
What France would fight for would be the re-
tention of the leadership in European polities
which she has lost by the events of the past
year, To fight for this, without having made
the wvictory as sure as organization, arms,
numbers, and leaders cun make it, wonld be a
plece of folly Frenchmen, with all their im-
petuosity, are not likely to eommit,
in the fleld now would fix Franoce irretrievably
in a second or third-rate position. Whenever,
therefors, she challenges Prussia to a struggle
for the ascendancy, we believe it will e when
ghe is able to put all her resources into the
bands of her generals, That hot-headed
counsels do not prevail at the Tualleries is,
we think, clearly proved both by M. Rouhier’s
reply to M. Thiers and by the recent article in
the Moniteur. In fact, it would bs very hard
to diecover the “‘wild thirst for instant war"
anywhere but in the London telegraph offices,

Of course, the expeotatiom of a speedy

As we understand the movement proposed,
it i3 not intended to be partisan in any sense,
or to compete with the advoeates of another
policy on mere party grounds. The private
letter we published the other day from Gal-
veston correctly indicated, we think, both
whint is probable and what is prudent. In
their present position the Southern people
cannot benefit themselves, while they l.ui[fht
complicate their embarrassments, by enterin
upon the old styls of party warfare. For al
immediate political purposes they are power-
legs, and they are most likely to promote their
mauterial interests, and basten the restoration
of pational harmony, by limiting their efforts
to a full and faithful compliance with the let-
ter and spirit of the law. More than this
could not be expected at their hands; and be-
yond this, we presume, the words of our New
Orleans numesake are not desigued to apply.
They indicate simply an sllinnce for the par-
posge of giving effect to the law in a manner
most conducive to the fature wellare and hap-
piness of the Sonthern people.

It is eminently proper that rational, mode-
rate men, whatever their past party aflilia-
tions, should combine to prevent the suceess
of the demagogues and firebrands who would
alienate class trom class, and, under the pre-
tense of extreme loyalty, would lay the foun-
dations of future trouble, What men have
been is of infinitely less moment than what
they are. That point which concerns the
country relates to the prevent purposes of the
people of the South. To heap upon the
masses disabilities becanse of the Rebellion,
were to render certain future discontent and
dificulty. To make sure that they are for the
Union pow—that they recognize the supreme
authority of the Federal Government pow
that they accept the conditions dictated by
Congress now—and that they nre prepared in
good faith to do all that the law enjoins, is the
one essential thing, And this is precisely
what the proposed organization in Louisiana
will accomplish, 1f carried out in the spirit of
the article we have eited; it will insure the
development of a healthy loyal sentiment,
will frustrate the plans of partisaz incendia-
ries, and will inspire contidence in the mind
ol the North. ) )

Under this state of things we are not sur.
priccd that Mr. John Minor Botts, of Virginia,
should turn up in p somewhat belligersnt atti-
tude. The record of Mr. Potts duaring tho war,
though not that of a fighting man, is the
record of nSonthern Unionist who could not
be shaken from his faith, even in Castle Thun-
der. It is natural, perhiaps; that from his treat-
ment under the Government of Jeffl Davis he
ghonld come out of the war a laming radical ;
but for all that he shonld not permit his zeal to
outrun his disoretion, Hacomplaing tous of a
tertain lotber fromn a Richmond gorrespondant,
which, through an oversight, was admitted into
our columns. Mr. Botts touching this objection-
able letter, opens a correspondetcs with Gen-
eral Schofleld whioh settlon the case completely
in favor of the compluinant. *Thus awply vin-
dicated, the submission of General Sochotield's
testimony to this journal, in behalf of the com-
plainant, would have been enough.  But Mr,
Botts goes out of his way to inlorm Queneral
Sehotield that “as the systematic effort s
defamation and detraction seoms abont to be
restmed by the Hoald, whose editor I had
the wisfortune, some tweolve or fiteen years
sgo, unwittingly to offend, | have determingd
to try conclusions’ with him “'by a resort to
legal remedies,"

Having resolved upon this mode of redress,
Mr. Botts should have stopped just there;
but he spoils his case as complainant and
lawyer, not in saying, “Now, Mr. Bennett,
there is mo necessity for any words between
ug,"" for we agree in that, but in adding these
words of bad temper and bad taste, to wit:—
““‘Your paper has been at the service of every
lackguard, of high or low degree, who, from
motives of personal or political malignity,
desired to defame me for the last sighteen
years," and then, in & towering passion, he
talks of “the licentlousness of the press,”
Ydefomation nnd  detraction,””  “‘#hameless
mendacity," and “mendacity and malignity"
—terms unworthy a schoolboy in such a oase,
but wholly inexeusable and incomprehen-
giblein a man of the age and experience of Mr,
Hotts,

Lot Lim be assured that we have no recdl.
lection of any ollense committed by him
against us, except hiz ollense of making war
upon John Tyler and resolving to *‘head him
or die,” atter having been his travelling com-
panion on the same journey, after having
shared with bim the same supper of corn
bread and bacon, and after having, like n
brother, slept with him under the same blan-
ket, There has been no wicked design in any
of our subsequent collisions with Mr. Botts
from time 1o time. They have been only the
accidents of the whirligig of politics. Under

France and Prussla,
From the Tyibune.

A week ago we received a cable despatch
stating that Count Bismark had sent an enet-
getie note to France demanding of the Empe-
ror Napoleon his reasons for arining, and ask-
ing the immediate cossation of warlike prepa-
rations.  Such a note, one would think; must
have produced throughout Europe the most
pml’m‘uul excitement, and it has therefore been
a cause ef general surprise that, during the
week gince elapsed, so little has been heard of
the effevts of the Prussian note. It has sinee
been stated that the people of Luxembonrg
generally were opposed to being sold to France:
that a proposition was under consideration to
dm-}:u-e,-‘I.-u.\'vmlumrg nsutral territory; that, in
case of war, Bavaria and Baden would aid
Prussia; but not a word of what the official and
nnofficial press of Paris, Berlin, St Petersburg,
anid Vienna Jad to say of a note of so extraor-
dinary a chagqeter, This strange silence of the
cible conld not fail to wmake the impression
that either the report of Count Bismark's note
was 0 gross exageeration, or that the informa-
tion =ent to us concerning one of the most im-
portant eveuts of the present year has heen
wost glavingly deficient,

Yesterday morning we had another alarming
despatch,  The mnegotiations between France
and Prussin are said to have been' broken
oft. The prominence which the entire press
of Europe has for several weeks been giving

[ to the Luxemliourg question, ought certainly

to have furnizlied material enough for a fuller
and more intelligible despatel,  We have
thus far had mne intelligence of any
divect negotiations between France and Prus-

sin. By the Scotia we received the news that
the Government of Holland has informed
Prussia  that  Luxembourg wonld never
b sold without the previons congent
of Yrussin. Bismark bhad taken the
ground that, although Germany could
pot ¢laim  the entrance of Luxembourg

inse the Confederation, she had a right to
oppose the =ale to France of a fortress which

| Lss been completed by the money of the old

Federnl Digt, and which, in the hands of
Frinue, would constitute a permanent danger
to Germuany. He had also insisted that the
congent of all the powers which had guaran-
teed the Treaty of 1830 was requisite for such
I sile. It was larther stated that liu-“hiﬂ
hud protested against the ‘:mle. and that the
finglish Ministry had officinlly declared that
ihe sale conld not take place, becuuse the con-
cent of Prussia wonld never be given.

This is all the anthentic information we
Lave thus far received about the relations of
Frapee and Prussia to the Luxembourg ques-
tion, Supposing the intelligence given in the
cubledespateh yesterday morning to be correct,
jte menning seenis Lo be that the efforts of
Prussin to prevail npon France to abandon the
clalmed right of imrchn.alng Luxembourg have
failed. But intelligence faller and more dis-
tinct than the despatches thus far received, is
peeded to explain the present situation. The
latest srticles in the semi-officinl papers of
Prossin indicate, however, that the relations
between France and Prussin were not of a
friendly nature,

—After writing the above, we recsived a
despateh from Berlin stating that Napoleon is
reported to be strengthening his forces and
mlliury posts on the frontier, putting his ar-
tillery on_ & war footing, pu ambu-

, and that the reserves of 1808 would
Lo called out on the first of May, Rrussia I3
also reported to be making active military
preparytions,
